A station-tostetiun call 
is one in which the department does not undertake to 
secure a particular person at the number asked for. 
With such a call there is no waste effort, no lost time. 


With a Person.to-Person Service, in which *he 
party placing the call aaks to speak to a particular 
person, the proposed rates will be approximately 26 
per cent higher than the present schedule, Those who 
use the long-distance telephone to any extent wiil 
realize the great amount of service required in the case 
of such calls. The operator is not only required to 
establish the desired connection, but after doing so she 
is also required to find # particular party, and in 
Inany Cases two or three attempts are necessary before 
the two parties are connected and ready to talk. Such 
calle require more of the operator's time and take up 
more time on expensive tol! lines. 


The Department is also asking for a report charge 
of approximately one-quarter of the station-to-station 
day rate. Mr. Johnson wishes to speak to Mr. Smith 
at Wainwright. The operator cannct get Mr. Smith; 
he is out, or refuses to talk, or perhaps is unknown at 
that particular number. The telephone department is 
not responsible for the fact that the call could not be 
completed, and wishes to make a charge for the use 


of the toll plant.
